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GREAT BRITAIN 


So Declare Business Men of 
Cuba, 


Under thé Proposed Treaty the Brit- 
ish “mpire Gets. Commercial 
and Pofitical Rights Super- 
ior to Those Granted the 
United States. 


Havana, September 10.—Two of the 
principal commercial and economic: as- 
sociations, responding to a confidential 
request made by the foreign relations 
committee of the senafe for advice as 
to whether the pending treaty between 
Great Britain and Cuba ought to be 
ratified, declared emphatically against 
ratification. 

The principal reason given is. that 
Cuba’s commercial interests are too ine 
evitably bound to her great customer, 
the United States, to permit of grant- 
ing for gn years such privileges. to 
British ships and @#izens as those named 
in the treaty. 

Another reason given is that the adop- 
tion of the treaty would allow privi- 
leges to British warships as well as 
merchantmen not warranted by the re- 
lations between Cuba and Great Britain 
and not permissible in view of the re- 
lations between. Cuba and the United 
States. 


Too Much For Britain. 


The latter reason is considered’ the 
most potent on account of the suspi- 
cion that the treaty, while ostensibly 
one of commerce, ndvigation and amity, 
would in reality give the British war- 
ships greater privileges in Cuban ports 
than those givén the United States 
by the cessation of two naval stations. 

The treaty was signed in May last 
after the definite favored nation clause 
had been eliminated in consequence of 
the representations made by Mr. Squiers, 
the American minister... The United 
States government on receipt of a re- 
port régarding the alleged original fea- 
tures made a peremptory representation 
against the treaty. 

A copy of the treaty was then sent 
to Washington, since which time, ac- 
cording ‘to a statement made to the 
Associate@ Press py. Secretary of State 
O’Farrill, the United States government 
has ceased its representations regarding 
it. It is known, however, that in Wash-

Neilson. When in lMquor Kamehameha 
was cruel toward those who had in- 
curred his dislike. He had heard 
Stories of the friendship of his queen 
for Mr. Neilson and had become very 
jealous. The climax took place at La- 
haina, on the island of Maui, in Au- 
gust of 1859. The king decided to re- 
turn to Honolulu by the royal yacht and 
left the place. Mr. Neilson remained 
behind. 

Kamehameha for some reason sud- 
denly changed his mind and had the 
yacht put back to Lahina. The king 
had been drinking and seemed to be 
very morose. He went to the royal 
residence and there found Mr. Neil- 
son, whom he shot with a revolver. It 
is said that the king stood with his 
back to Mr. Neilson, and looking In a 
large mirror, aimed the revolver over 
his back and shot the young American. 
Mr. Neilson survived the wound several 
months. The king, who became con- 
vinced of Mr. Neilson’s innocence, show- 
ed the utmost remorse for the act and 
wanted to abdicate the throne, but was 
prevailed upon not to reunquish the 
reins of government. Mr. Neilson was 
brought to Honolulu, where he died. 

Another Version. 

Another story of the affair is that the 
king shot Mr. Neilson because of jeal- 
ousy over one of the court beauties. 
But the tale involving the queen is the 
one which _has general acceptance here. 
In referring to the tragedy Mr. Harri- 
man said ata luncheon party that ever 
since the affair his family had consid- 
ered Henry an unlucky name. While 
the histories of these islands give rather 
a brief account of the killing of Mr. 
Neilson, there are persons living who 
are acquainted with the details of the 
crime and they are to be asked for 
information concerning Mr. Neilson, so 
that Mr. Harriman can be _ provided 
with a detailed account of the life and 
death of his uncle in the Hawaiian 
islands, upon the return of the Harri- 


man party from the Orient. 


The Harriman: party was in Honolulu 
a day.

“You will see from the description of 
the place that it is fixed ang determined. 

Not only 
so, but it is a ~place of punishment to 
such an extent that the rich man cried 
and said, ‘Father Abraham, have mercy 
upon me and send Lazarus that he may 
dip the tip of his finger in water and 
cool my tongue; for 1 am tormented in 
this flame.’ But you ask me if this is 
a literal flame of fire? I must refrain 
from speaking. It is enough to know 
what God says, and al] through the word 
such expressions as ‘unquenchable fire,’ 
‘fire and brimstone’ and ‘‘torturing flames’ 
are used to describe the kind of punish- 
ment in hell. Suppose, however, these 
are but figurative expressions to con- 
vey some idea of the suffering, and sup- 
pose the punishment jn this place is sim- 
ply remorse of one’s conscience, the fact 
of having missed heaven? What then? 
Does it lessen the punishment? Who 
could have severer punishment than the 
eternal gnawing, lashing, agonizing re- 
morse of conscience?

The press of the country outside of 
the cotton belt is exhibiting a good 
deal of interest in the question of 
cotton statistics, and the consensus 
of this outside opinion seems to be, 
we are pleased to observe, that the 
bureau lately presided over by- Mr.

in Manchuria and that civilization 
is to be spared further daily chroni- 
clings of the barbarities of war. But 
under the surface of this universal 
rejoicing is an almost universal note 


of regret and pessimism for a twofold 
reason. QOne is that Japan’s mag- 


nanimity in waiving a cash indemnity, 


| or, indeed, in consenting to a peace) 


conference at all, probably means, 
that the present peace is only an in-| 
definite truce to enable. Russia to pre- 
pare for an even greater and more 
bloody struggle with Japan for the 
conquest of Manchuria and the recap- 
ture of Port Arthur. 

The Japanese masses have this 
fear and are showing their dissatis- 
faction with the peace terms settled 
upon in no uncertain way. The situa- 
tion was one that seemed to demand 
the serious crippling of Russia in the 
interest of humanity, even if the 
crippling had to be done by continu- 
ing the war. The other is that all 
lovers of human rights and the gen- 
eral principles of political liberty see 
in the manner in which peace was 
concluded only the prospect of a new 
lease of despotism as regards the 
internal affairs of Russia. 

The pity of the world- goes out to 
the poor Russian peasant because 
of the fear that even greater bur- 
dens are to be heaped upon him after 
the farce of the czar’s douma has 
been called off and bureaucracy has 
redoubled its efforts of repression. 
‘there are many who share the fears 
of. Mark Twain, who declares: 


Russia was on the high road to eman- 
cipation from an insane and imitolerable 
slavery. This was a holy war in the 
best and noblest sense of that abused 
term, and no war was ever charged 


with a higher mission. There can be no 
doubt that that mission is now defeated 
and Russia’s chains reriveted, this time 
to stay. 

However far it may have been from 
the purpose of the Japanese in wag- 
ing this war, its undoubted effect was 
to liberalize Russia and free the peo- 
ple of that unhappy country from 
the tyranny of immemorial cénturies. 

Had the war continued, with Jap- 
anese successes, a few months lon- 
ger, the probability is that the Ro- 
manoff dynasty would have been 
overthrown by revolution or forced to 
grant full constitutional liberties to 
the Russian people. The result might 
even have been a Russian republic. 
Now the game seemg to be in the 
hands of the autocracy again, with 
the prospect of a genuine revolution 
infinitely lessened. 

Stephen McKenna, of The New 
York World, now in Moscow, sends 
that paper two interesting opinions 
by prominent, well-informed Rus- 
sians. Waldemar Bogoras, the 


scientist, says: 

Everywhere 1 find an extraordinary 
change. The tand is awakening. The 
spirit of revolt has breadth over all 
the peoples that are summed in Rus- 
sia. The old, placid acceptan@e has 
quite gone out from the mass of the 
people. They question, they are unsub- 
missive,. they parliament together. Here 
and there they rise, formidably. They 
are quelled for the moment perhaps by a 
sudden lightning from the government; 
but they stir agaim very soon, take 
counsel together again, do some new 
terrible thing. They will not be finally 
put down. 

The eminent lawyer who recently 
defended the assassin of Grand Duke 
Sergius at the “trial” in Moscow, said: 

The spirit of revolution is stronger in 
Russia today than it was in Germany 
or in Austria in 1848. It is so strong 
that if the government has any con- 
science, any sense of its grave respon- 
sibility left, it will yield. If it does 
not yield—and that soon—Russia will re- 
vert for a while to barbarism. - China 
or Turkey has not been the theater of 
such scenes as Russia will see. 

In that sense we will have a French 
revolution—yes, one worse than the 


| French, 


I have to confess that I do not think 
the government or rather the autoeracy 
bureaucracy, will yield. It is of 
their essence to dreaq the people. A 
truly representative constitution would 
bring the people in touch with the “‘in- 
tellectuals’’ of the country. That is a 
condition which the bureaucracy canmot 
regard with equanimity. They wouid 
always &ar that contact with intelligence 
would inflame the people for the full 
measure of liberty. 

The people, carefully left uncultivated, 
do not know their power, and would 
not know how to utilize it, how to aim 
it, if they did know. That is the bureau- 
cratic idea, and it is true—as far as 
it goes. 

It may be that matters have gone 
too far already for the czar’s control 
and that the Japanese have already, 
unwittingly, made the liberation of 
the Russia masses certain. However, 
we are inclined to share Mark Twain's 
view of the effect of peace on Rus- 
sia’s internal aXairs.

Buttressed on one gide by the Declara- 
tion of Independence the first articulate 
Speech of a new-born nation, which de- 
clares the purpose of government; and

The effort to make the rates; “‘estab- 
lish the prices at which transportation 
is said to be sold,’ as Mr. Spencer clearly 
Puts it, would be a physical impossibil- 
ity. The law now requires all interstate 
rates to be filed with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, three and ten days 
before thev can be made effective. 

When it is reménibered that an aver- 
age of over 11,000 interstate rates are 
filed every month, or something like 420 
every day, it will be seen how impossible 
it would be for the United States to un- 
dertake the making of these rates in the 
first instance, Aside from the physical 
difficulties in the way, there are grave 
commercial and constitutional difficul- 
ties that might arise owing to possible 
preferences of alleged preferences of the 
ports of one state over those of another 
State that might and would arise if the 
United States should undertake the mak- 
ing of rates. 

So there are no fogs or mists over- 
hanging the issue between the presidents. 
The issue is simple, direct, clear-cut: it 
is this:. President Roosevelt says: Give 
to the commission power to revise rates 
and regulations, the revised rate to go 
into effect and stay in effect unless and 
until the court of review reverses it. 

To this President Spencer says:

If there were no falling 
creased revenue was, according 
above, $8,000,000 for the year. 

This would pay interest for a year at 
the rate of 4 per cent per annum on two 
hundred million dollars. The lumber 
carrying roads took it the $8,000,000, 
for two reasons; first, because they wanrt- 
ed it, perhaps as a stimulant to the mar- 
ket values of stocks and bonds; and 
second, because there was no power that 
could tell them they srould not take it. 
Are the freight payers ‘helplessly and 
hopelessly at the mercy of the freight 
collectors? One president says, No: The 
other says, Yes. 

Georgia’s lumber movement the year 
before this advance was eight hundred 
million feet; three hundred million hav- 
ing moved to territory effected by the 
advance of 2 cents per 100 pounds or 90 
cents for each 1,000 feet of lumber. On 
an assumed movement of three hundred 


million feet for the year following the 
advance, Georgia paid nearly $300,000, 
because she had to; the whele lumber 
region paid eight million, because it had 
to. The lumber manufacturers, the saw 
mill men, resisted the advance. Finally, 
the Interstate Commerce Commission de- 
cided that the advance was an unrea- 
sonable one. That, however, was as far 
as they could go. The continued charg- 
ing of the advanced rate after the com- 
mission had decided it to be unreasona- 
ble would have been violative of the law.

HAS SHOWN WAY 
TO SOUTHERN BOYS 


(From The Manufacturers’ Record.) 

Facts of the remarkable public career 
of Joseph Emerson Brawn, of Georgia, 
for four successive terms governor of 
the state, a state senator, a judge of 
its superior court, a chief justice of its 
supreme court and twice its representa- 
tive In the senate of the United States, 
are household property of Georgians and 
belong to the treasury of American great- 
ness. The reasons of those facts, how- 
ever, are not so generally known, and 
therefore there is especia] timeliness. in 
the publication in permanent and attrac- 
tive pamphlet form of the _bacealaure- 
ate address on the life and times ,of. the 
southern statesman made by Judge m- 
ory Speer at the commencement of Mer- 
cer pniversity, Macon, Ga, 

For the address, while valuable as a 
record of the unique fortunes of the 
great Georgian, is much more valuable 
as bringing to the attention of the rising 
generation and emphasizing the founda- 
tions of pluck, self-respect and self-re- 
liance upon which those fortunes rose. 
Judge Speer, after tracing the ancestry of 
Joe Brown to that highland stock of the 
South, which has begotten so much of 
American greatness and is yet to beget 
Other, gives one pictures of the boy de- 
veloping those trnits which guarantee 
the real success of a man whether in 
public or private life. Joe is shown in 
his boyhood cultivating with a pair of 
bull ‘calves a little scrap of hillside land 
and hauling to town every Saturday 
potatoes, cabbages, lightwood, etc., to 
Furehase something for the family. Ex- 
celling in manly sports, he deems it not 
undignified to lighten the labors of his 
mother by working at the spinning wheel 
on rainy days. At I8 years of age he 
drives his working capital, the bull calves, 
now steers, thrbugh the mountains to 
South Carolina and sells them for five 
months’ board while ‘he obtains credit 
for schooling at a South Carolina acade- 


At the end of that time, by teaching 
school for three months in his home com- 
munity, he makes ‘enough money to pay 
his tuition debt and to continue his stud- 
ies, whieh, under the circumstances, jt is 
needless to say, are pursued with the 
avidity of one naturally alert minded and 
fully aware of the value of things for 
Which one has to work. 

‘At the age of 22, in debt for his educa- 
tion, he sucéessfully teaches an academy 
of his own, paying for his board by 
acting as tutor for the gqiildren of ia 
friend, making enough money in a year 
to wipe out ali his debts and gainging 
enough time of evenings and on holidays to 
fit himself for admission to the bar. Such 
an one was gilt-edged educational security 
of himself, and with little difficulty he 
borrowed in 1845 the money necessary 
to carry him through the law schoo] of 
Yale college, where he mastered the two 
years’ course in one year. 

‘These early struggles which have memo- 
rial in a fund established by Governor 
Brown to aid needy students by loans, 
are sympathetically described by Judge 
Speer tin a way that appeals to the 
healthy imagination and which creates a 
Strong desire that such an address might 
be the feature of the commencement of 
every educationa) institution in the south 
and-.in its printed form might be read by 
every southern ‘boy. it is more than mere 
biography, gontributing as true biogra- 
phy should do to the material for the 
rea] history of the country. In the midst 
of erratic strayings from the well-tried 
paths af the fathers in education, it comes 
as a warning and as an inspiration. From 
many quarters arise complaints’ that 
American manhood is deteriorating, and 
correction of tQis evil is sought in the 
working out of new-fangled educational 
theones promoted now by mistaken zeal, 
now by brazen charlatanry. 

(Because economic and social conditions 
have changed, the new education, some- 
times called ‘‘democratizdtion,” actg ap- 
parently upon the presumption that hu- 
man ‘fundamentals have changed, and 
that therefore the training of men to suc- 
cessfu] careers must be directed upon 
novel lines seeking to adjust artificially 
man tO new circumstances rather than 
to prepare him to bend to his purpose 
circumstances, of whatever character as 
they may arise. The modern methods too 
oftea M@sregard or tend to dwarf the 
elemental quality of reliance upon one’s 
sel, and instead of strengthening native 
abilities for contest with any eonditions, 
point to outside aid and dependence upon 
others. The results can only be paraly- 
Sis of initiative, pauperism of spirit and 
the making & man a victim instead of 
the victor of circumstances, 

It is still possible for many a youth 
to have a life similar to that off Joseph 
Emerson Brown, of Georgia. He was only 
one Of thousands of Americans whose 
right education was the important factor 
in the making of America. Their suc- 
cess was not their measure, but they were 
the measure of their success. 

Their deuplicates are to be assured only 
in a duplication of their training, and 
that duplication is to be had primarily 
in a minimizing of the latter-day heresy 
that institutions of learning are to be 
gauged by the amount: of their endow- 
ments of money rather than by the char- 
acter of the men they give to society. 
Against this heresy a few fearless voices 
have been raised unappalled by the clit- 
ter-clatter of the “‘educational’’ mob and 
unaffected by the patronizing, dogmatic 
pity of “educational” jhierarchs. These 
protestors against “educational” frenzy 
have faith in the ultimate common-sense 
of their fellows, and, rejoicing at this 
picture of succesg drawn by Judge Speer 
rejoice, too, that he has seen fit to quote 
en words of another great Georgian, Ben 

ill: 

‘I had rathér be the humblest of those 
who would “Save you and perish amid 
your curses than be the chiefest architect 
of your ruin and live forever the un- 
worthy recipient of your deluded huzzas.”’

Other Peacemakers and How They 
President Roosevelt. 


Have Differed From 


MONG the most remarkable fea- 
A tures of.the successful mediation 
ef the president of the United 
States between Russia and Japan is the 
fact that it is absolutely free from any 
suspicion of having been prompted by 
interested motives, says Ex-Attache in 
The Washington Post. Some of his critics 


‘and adversaries have in the past been 


accustomed to denounce him as indiscreet 
and as a creature of impulse. Through- 
out, however, the fifteen months’ war in 
the Far Orient, and the various exciting 
episodes thereof, he, almost alone in this 
great country, has maintained so states- 
manlike a reserve and so remarkable a 
control of his utterances about the matter 


that te the American people, and to the 
world at large, the trend of his sympa- 
thies has remained completely unknown. 
Not once did he betray a preference for 
either of the belligerents, and the conse- 
quence was that when, in the opinion of 
the vivilized world, the moment had ar- 
rived for mediation, he, of all the rulers 
of neutra] states, was universally desig- 
nated as the one best qualified to un- 
dertake in behalf of humanity the mis- 
sion of peace, just by reason of the gen- 
eral confidence in his absolute impartiali- 
ty and disinterestedness. Japan, as well 
as Russia, was equally assured that he 
would be single-minded in endeavoring 
to bring about an understanding between 
them, and that he had no ulterior mo- 
tive to serve. And it was this, too, that 
led foreign governments, that is to say 
the various great powers, to give their 
cordial support in the affair to the presi- 
dent of the Umited States. 
Called for Carriage. 

But something more than discretion, 
impartiality and tact were needed ta 
bring to a successful conclusion the task 
which the chief magistrate of this eoun- 
try took upon himeelf, single-handed, and 
in the absence of the principa] members 
of his cabinet, his secretary of state be- 
ing at the time in Labrador, and his sec- 
retary of war in the Philippines. Cour- 
age of no ordinary kind was required. 
If, in sO many ‘cases rulers and states- 
men have hesitated to offer their friend- 
ly intervention in an international con- 
flict, it has been because they were afraid 
of a rebuff. The latter in such cases as 
these ils of a nature to humilate not 
merely the would-be mediator, but like- 
wise the nation which he represents, and 
while he may be ready to expose himself 
to the risk of a suggestion to mind his 
own business, he usually shrinks from 
subjecting his government and his peo- 
ple to a public affront of this nature. 

It may be argued that few would be 
s0 impolite as to tender their friendly 
services to belligerents with a view to 
peace unless assured beforehand that 
their offers would be accepted in the 
spirit ‘in which they were made. But 
thé anxiety to play a role, the desire to 
derive some material advantage, or else 
merely the overwhelming eagerness to 
put. a stop to all the manifold horrors 
of war, have sometimes led to tgnders 
of mediation which have been rejected, 
one of the most notable instances hav- 
ing been that of the late Leo XIII, who, 
in his ardent wish to prevent the con- 
flict between the United States and 
Spain, made an offer at Washington, 
but also at Madrid, with somewhat 
scant consideration. 

Had Their Hands Tied. 

In‘the present imstance the majority 
of the rulers of the great powers were 
virtually disqualified from assuming the 
role adopted with such brilliant suc- 
cess by President Roosevelt. King Ed- 
ward, as the ally of the mikado, was 
obviously unfitted for the task, and in- 
asmuch as the alliance between Russia 
and France, though severely straimed, 
still subsists, President Loubet was 
equally barred from the role of media- 
tor. Emperor William, owing to his 
repeated utterances on the subject of 
the “‘yellow peril,’ and to his numerous 
manifestations of friendship and sympa- 
thy for the czar and for his people, 
since the beginning of the war, would 
hardly have been looked upon by the 
Japanese as sufficiently disinterested to 
command their confiderice, and the na- 
ture of his alliance with the rulers of 
Austria and Italy may be said to have 
disqualified both of these monarchs, even 
if they had been willing to play the 
part of the apostle of peace. Had 
Leo XIII _ still been alive he would un- 
doubtedly ‘have proffered his good of- 
fices. For he was until the en. of his 
days bent upon atoning for the loss of 
the temporal power of the dioly seat by 
securing for the papacy recognition as 
the supreme arbiter in tne case of alj 
international disputes, an idea in which 
he -had been encouraged by Prince Bis- 
marck when the latter referreu to him 
for decision Germany’s' controversy with 
Spain on the subject of the Caroline 
Islands some twenty years ago. But 
the present occupant of the chair of St. 
Peter is more bent upon reforming the 
administration of his church, beth in 
Italy and abroad, and upon correcting 
abuses and upon fostering the spread 
of Catholicism than interested in any 
international political issues, except 
so far as they concern the church in- 
-trusted to his control, an moreover, 
he might have been influenced by the 
fact that in modern times at any rate 
Catholics. have enjoyea an infinitely 
greater amount of consideration and fa- 
vor from the government of Japan than 
from that of Russia.

HEALTH BOARD 


MEETS FRIDAY 


in City Hall This 
Week. 


The mext regular meeting of the city 
board of health will be held at the offices 
of that body in the city hall on Friday 
of this week. Owing to the rather strain- 
ed relations between the city board and 
the state authorities, the. meeting may 
develop interesting matter. 

At present, however, al] is quiet at the 
Offices of the local board. Certificates 
are now being issued daily in large num- 
bers and a close wateh is being kept by 
Dr. J. P. Kennedy, health officer, for 
Suspicious cases of illness. Yesterday, 
however, there was not a single instance 
of anything resembling yellow fever, and 
it is thought that not another case will be 
brought here: this season. 

In other years refugees have flocked to 
Atlanta, but the few cases of fever so 
| brought here have been rare. 

Besides the meeting of the board of 
health there wil] be meetings of al] the 
standing committees of council and a 
meeting of the aldermanic board during 
the week. The latter board will meet on 
Wednesday afternoon -at 3 o'clock, as 
there was not a quorum present at the 
hour for the regular meeting last Thurs- 
day afternoon. 

The reenacted Waverly place ordinance 
has already been confirmed by the alder- 
manic board at a brief special meeting 
called immediately after the adjournment 
of counci] last Tuesday afternoon. In 
consequence but little business of gen- 
eral public interest awaits the action of 
the aldermen. 

Work on Peachtree.

TUNSTALL SEES 
GOVERNOR JELKS 


Speaker of. Alabama House 
Interviews the Chief 
Executive, 


Montgomery, Ala., September 10.—(Spe- 
clal.)—The Hon. A. M. Tunstall, speaker 
of the Alabama house of representatives 
and a man who will preside if an extra 
session is called, ‘‘after the frost falls,’’ 
as the governor expressed it, was up 
from his home at Greensboro yesterday 
and had a long conference with Governor 
Jelks, presumably about the -proposed 
hurry-up call of the lawmakers. After 
his talk he was asked if he had any- 
thing to say about the matter and he 
replied that he had. He said he 
happy to be with his capital city friends 
for a few days, but btyond some mat- 
ters of business his visit was feature- 
less. 

Speaker Tunstall is one of the best 
known of all the- men who have taken 
part in the law making of the state, 
He has little to say for the papers, but 
has always been very close to them. 
There can hardly be any doubt that he 
talked the matter over with the gover- 
nor, but it is supposed that it was in 
such a personal way as any private citi- 
zen might do so. 

Montgomery, Ala., September 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)—In his report on the books of the 
State Norma] School for Negroes, just 
outside the city, Assistant State Ex- 
aminer Wilkinson pays a high compli- 
ment to President W. B. Patterson and 
Treasurer W. B. Jones. He says they 
have done well with the funds intrusted 
to their care and fully accounted for all 
that has been received and disbursed, 
The report also compliments the teachers 
for giving 5 per cent of their saiaries 
after the main building was destroyed by 
fire to restore it.

If Atlanta persists in her 
policy of admitting persons from the yel- 
low fever infected sections. some step 
will have to be taken to protect the state, 
But Just what will be done I cannot gay 
now. Nothing definite will be decided un- 
til after we have had a conference with 
the attorney general, who will return to 
the city tomorrow.” 

Refugees Still Coming. 

There is no doubt about the fact that 
refugees from the yellow fever points are 
still coming into Atlanta. Several par- 
ties from New Orleans and Pensacola ar- 
rived and registered at tne hotels yes- 
terday. How many went to private board- 
ing houses ig not known. Whether these 
parties have Just left the fever stricken 
cities or have been refugeeing elsewhere, 
is not known. 

Dr. Harris. stated that the state board 
would take no action in this matter for 
the present, at least not until after con- 
Sulting with the attorney general. 

Situation About the Same. 

When asked about persons from Pen- 
sacola and New Orleans coming into the 
city, Dr, Harris stated that while every- 
thing possible was being done to perfect 
the. quarantine system, it required, of

Dr. “Jhite, of Macon, Tells His Con- 
gregation, That England Learn- 
ed a Lesson Concerning the 
Status of the South- 
ern Biacks.

Constitution Burean, 467 Second Street, 
Macon; Ga., September 10.—(Special.)— 
Dr. J. L. White delivered a strong ser- 
mon this morning at the First Baptiss 
church, his theme being “The World Con- 
gress of Baptists,”’ which met in London 
last July.. In this discourse two sub- 
jecta were handled with considerable in- 
terest by the speaker. The one was the 


manner in which the. negroes from thc 
people of Lon- 


the methods employed to instill the prin- 


ciples of the Church of England into the | 


children of that country. 

Among representatives from al) nations 
of the earth there was a strong delega- 
tion of southern negroes, and these were 
received a8 the whites, housed and fed 
in the homes of the best people and were 


treated as the social equals of the vis- 
itors. In his comment upon this, Dr. 
White said that England ijearned a les- 
Son about the negro which will be help- 
ful for many years to come. He saia 
our English brethren are inclined to be- 
lieve that the negro has no fair treat- 
ment in this country, the general impres- 
sion being the same as that in Boston, 


New York and Philadelphia. : 

“The world congress of Baptists brought 
the negro ang the Englishman face to 
face, and opportunity was afforded for a 
better study than has ever been had 
before,”’ said Dr. White. “As a result, 
we are better understood and incorrect 
impressions have been set right. The 
negro was given full freedom in this con- 
gress of Baptists and he made his own 
impression. He told the delegates there 
what position socially he most fitted both 
in word and deed. It was an idea] time 
for Jearning. a lesson, and yg 9% stua- 

the negro while he was ; 
yp Pree oteg matter.” said Dr. White, 
“which on the other hand afforded the 
visitor in that country an opportunity 
for an object lesson in freedom of 
thought and religious liberty, was the 
stern, rigid and cold method of taxing 
all the people to educate the children in 
the: ritual of the Church of England. 


‘Whether he desires it or not, the non- 


conformist must be taxed to support these 
schools, and whatever religious methods 
followed in the schools are carried out 
according to the dictates of the bishop 
in charge of the parish. The young peo- 
ple of the land are never allowed to 
break away from the fetters that bind 
them to the old church.” 
Dr. White believes the love of reiig- 
fous liberty which has kindled the fires 
of enthusiasm all over the Baptist world 
will finally triumph against the Church 
of England.

One of the 
earliest examples Waa reported from 
Brazi} in 1803, of an immense flight of 
white and yellow butterflies which con- 
tinued to pass for many days succes- 
sively in a southeasterly direction. An 
observation tn Venezuela, made in 1872, 


ghows that in June and July throngs of 


yellow butterflies moved in a northerly 
direction out to sea for many days to- 
gether between |! o'clock a. mM. and 2 
p. m. 

An observation concerning one of our 
large white southern butterflies (Pieris 
monuste), was made by a capabie ento- 
mologist, Mr, W. W. Hill, in April, | 884, 
on the Indian river in Florida. He writes, 
“During the last ten days of my stay 
there I. observed that Pieris monuste 
seemed impelled to move southward. At 
first there were but few of them to be 
seen, but their numbers steadily increased 
until at the end of ten days, when the 
time came for me to make my departure, 
many hundreds could be seen at any 
one time during the day, when not stop- 
ping momentarily at some bed of flow- 
ers, moving in one direction. If obstruc- 
tions were encountered, these butter- 
flies flew over or around them, and kept 
on in the same southerly direction.”

FALL SOWN CEREALS AND GREEN 
MANURBES. 
(By Gerald McCarthy, Bridgeport, N., 
Department of Agriculture.) 

In all the winter wheat region, the best 
months for sowing green manure crops 
are August, September and October. 
These are also the best months for seed- 
ing winter oats and rye. Wheat should 
not be sown -until after a hard frost; in 
order to escape the Hessian fly... Oats 
should always be soaked for ten minutes 
before sowing in a solution of half a 
pound of 40 per cent formaldehyde in 
twenty-five gallons of water. This will 
prevent loss by smut during the follow- 
ing spring. 

During the fall months every field not 
intended for winter grains should be 
seeded to Crimson clover or Scotch or 
Hairy Vetches. Crimson clover, especial- 
ly the native grown seed in hull, if sown 
upon a grass s0d or among peavines, 
without covering in, will give a certain 
catch, and every. dollar spent in the fall 
for the seed should return at least five 
dollars in the spring. In the cotton re- 
gion the clover will furnish, good grazing 
from Christmas until April, then if the 
stock is taken off the clover will make by 
May 10 two tons per acre of hay. The 
stubble and roots will enrich the soj] for 
the following crop of ‘corn, cotton or to- 
bacco, and more than repay the cost of 
the seeding. 

Farmers who intend to sow ‘clover this 
fall are advised to procure their seeds or 
at least samples thereof by August |, 
and have them tested for quality before 
sowing. The clover, alfalfa and grass 
seeds sold in the market are often of 
very poor quality, even though sold at 
high prices. Clover and alfalfa are apt 
to be infested by the seed of a destruc- 
tive parasite, the doder or love 
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which soon ruins the crop. Farmers 
| should take no chance in seeding to

CITRING PEA. VINES—STILL ANOTH- 
ER METHOD. 

E. W., Booneville, Ark.—As I nave seen 
numerous inquiries in regard to curing 
peavine hay I will give my plan, which 
I have successfully followed for several 
vears, In the first place, I put my peas 
in good shape, either by sowing broad- 
east or with a wheat drill. I always 
run a light drag over the ground after 
planting the peas in order to leave the 
ground smooth and fine on the surface, 
thereby inducing a growth of crab grass 
with the peas. If ground is well pre- 
pared 3 pecks of seed per acfe is a 
plenty. In fact, I have raised fine crops 
of hay with only a half bushel of seed 
per acre. Peas are ready to cut when 
about one-half of the pods are ripe and 
the leaves at bottom of vines are beg:n- 
ning to turn. yellow. I never cut in the 
forenoon. but start mower about 4 p. 
m. About 4 p. m. the next day I throw 
the hay up into smal] heaps (shocks we 
call them), and leave until next day, 
when it is ready to stack. I stack hay 
by putting In three poles in a line 8 feet 
apart, letting them project above ground 
about 10 feet. Build a platform of poles 
and old rails at base of upright to keep 
hay off the ground. Spread hay evenly 
on the platform, keeping the sides 
straight. When three good ‘oads have 
been put in stack, place a stout pole in

securely to upright poles by means of 
No..9 wire placed in notches cut in up- 
rights. Stack on three more loads and 
then fix another pole as before. Build 
stack to top of poles, slope it well and 
cap with crab grass hay.

Now the soil of one acre of land, 
taken to the depth of !2 inches, would 
weigh about four million pounds, or two 
thousand tons. By a simple calculation 
you will find that one-half inch would 
weigh one-twenty-fourth as much, or 
83 tons! Do you think you could afford 
to dig up, load into a wagon and haul 
and scatter 83 tons of soi]‘on an acre? 
The moral is: Drain the swamp prop- 
erly and cultivate it in situ. 

2. I do not know of any fungus that 
“affects all crops planted” on a soil. The 
root rot of cotton and wilt of cotton will 
continue to affect cotton and cowpeas, if 
planted successively year after year; but 
it does not affect corn, so far as I have 
heard. The only recourse y:u have is to 
rotate your crops. Don’t plant such 
land in cotton oftener than once in three 
years—which is as often as land should 
be planted in cotton even if there be no 
disease. That is the way to ward off, or 
prevent disease—rotation of crops. 

3. I know of no absolute “sure and 
certain” treatment of nut grass that will 
destroy it. If I had a considerable field 
infested with !t I would sow oats, well 
fertilized, in the fall, and follow the oats 
with cowpeas, also ~~ fertilizer. I would 
convert the cowpeas into hay and im- 
mediately turn over the land and keep it 
harrowed or plowed until time to sow 
oafs again. After two crops of oats and 
cowpeas, I think you will be able to grow 
a crop of cotton in the field without much 
trouble. 

4. There is no grass that I know of 
that would “‘make a good all-the-year- 
round pasture,’ as I have often stated. 
The nearest you can come to it would 
be to put the land in Bermuda grass and 
if possible apply some fertilizer to it. 
By helping it some you may get a start

But I give it as my opinion that ‘‘worn- 
out” land will not, without help, produce 
any valuable winter-growing grass to 
amount to anything. 


SHREDDED CGRN STOVER. 

J. H. S., Magnolia, Ark.: Give us some 
facts about shredded corn. Some say it 
géts musty and don’t make good bread. 
Can the stover be baled on a hay press 
and tied with wire as common hay, or 
will it have to be done up like cotton 
seed hulls? We are a subscriber to your 
paper and thought we had a right to ask 
some questions, and as we have had a 
very wet season and lots of our land was 
inclined to be wet and a big crop for 
our force, we made more hay than corn 
and cut it down and shocked it up and 
intend to shred as we have a shredder 
and save all we made, as lots of our corn 
did not have any corn on it, Will it make 
good bread or not? A man can save lots 
of feed that way but don’t it injure the 
land more than pulling fodder? 

Answer: You have certainly been misin- 
formed in regard to the effect on the 
bread-making quality of the meal from 
corn that has been cut and cured in the 
shock. If the corn be cut at the proper 
time. or about a week later than the 
period at which it ts usual to “pull fod- 
der’ it will not only not lose in quality 
in the least, but will not lose in quantity 
or weight. Of course :t must be allowed 
to remain in the shocks until the stalks 
are thoroughly dry. By this time the 
grain will also be drv enough to keep | 
sound and sweet. 

Yes, the shredded “stover can be baled 
direct from the shredder, just as hay is 
baled, without difficulty. A machine that 
merely. cuts the stalks into short pleces 
will cause some trouble in baling, but a 
really effective shredder does not cut It 
that way. Don’t belieye the tales that 
are told you by men who have had but 
little if any experience. Every line that I 
have ever writteh about shredding corn 
was based on actual experience, which 
now reaches over a period of eight or 
nine years. Of course the removal of the 
stalks takes. more from the soll than does 
the removal of the blades alone. But 
don’t you see that by utilizing the stalks 
as feed you get a greater value (animal 
food value) than the stalks would he 
worth to the soil, and after feeding to

a mare about eight years old. Site has 
been driven on a mail route continually 
for six months, up to May ft. About that 
time she began to get lame in her left 
foreleg, and I discovered that the leaders 
or tendons seemed to be a little contract- 
ed. I discontinued using her at once, and 
commenced doctoring. First, I sudbued 
the fever with eold water; then I used 
hot water for a week, and finally blister- 
ed, The foot is considerably drawn back: 


there seems to be soreness just above fet- 


lock in tendons, which area little swollen. 
The joint has the appearance of being 
dislocated. She is in fine condition—eats 
hearty and in good spirits—never knew 
her to be sick. 

Answer—It is quite evident that origi- 
nallly your mare suffered a sprain of the 
flexor tendon of the left leg, and it has 
gradually caused the serious lesion of 
knuckling, which can hardly be consider- 
ed curable entirely. The very first and 
absolute requisite is rest. The shoe should 
have been at once removed and the fever 
and soreness removed, as you did, by 
applying cold water for three or four 
days. In the present chronic condition, 
amounting, as already stated, to knuck- 
ling, the case is a serious one. Firing 
with hot iron is the usual resort after 
milder remedies failed. I advise you to 
place the animal under the treatment of 
a qualified veterinary surgeon, even if you 
must send her to Macon.

We have saved without 
difficulty as much. as 3-1-2 tons per 
ecre of cow peas and sorghum hay. It 
was not. however, so tall as you repre- 
sent vours to be.
